The move to run undesirables out 
of the city was instituted at a secret 
session of the police board more than 
five weeks ago, when eight selected 
uniformed officers were ordered to 
the plain clothes department to com- 
plete the work.

the squad and they were instructed 
to either get them out of the city or 
arrest them on vagrancy charges. 

The grapevine messages started and 
practically everyone on the list left 
town within a few days. Many cases 
of vagrancy were made against minor 
criminals who were about town with- 
out employment but a majority either 
found employment or absconded, he 
said. 

Word has now come back to the 
police committee that many of those 
who left town went to southern Flor- 
ida and were hard hit by the storm and 
now plan to return. Extra vigilance 
will be maintained against such an 
event, Mr. Hartsfield stated. Six of 
the officers on the special assignment 
have been returned to uniform, but 
two will be kept at the work, and the 
police committee now plans to continue 
the ¥ work the year round.

York, September 2 §.—There | 
was a better tone to the stock mar- 
ket today, but the market remained 
highly professional with no difinite 
trend, despite the $57,000,000 


decrease reported in the weekly state- 
ment of loans made by banks here on 
stock exchange collateral.

Railroad stocks were the strongest 
feature of today’s market, reflecting 
additional favorable earnings state- 
ments for August snd the first eight 
months of the year. The present out- 
look is for total net operating income 
for August for «ll roads considerably 
above the so-called government guar- 
antee. The only actual guarantee 1s 
that congress in the remodeled trans- 
portation act of 1920 ordered the in- 
terstate commerce commission to 
maintain fre‘ght and passenger rates 
at a level that woud enable the car- 
riers as a whole if honestly and ef- 
ficiently managed to show 5 3-4 per 
cent earned on the value of property. 
In no year since 1920 has 5 3-+ per 
cent been earned on the value of rail- 
road property as fixed by the carriers 
themselves. This year, however, the 
amount required py congress’ will 
doubtless be earne:. 

Union Pacifie was strong today on 
reports that an analysis of the com-

pany's investments in the stocks of 
other railroads are worth $40,000,000 
more than the par value of Union 
Pacific common stock or $119 a share. 
The transportation properties will be 
placed at a value equal to $130 a 
share on Union Pacifie common.

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REFINED SUGAR JUMPS 
TO 6 CENTS PER POUND 


— 


New York, September 28.—(#)—A 
general increase in the price of refined 
sugar to 6 cents a pound, the high- 
est level of the year, took place 
throughout the country today as re- 
liners, pressed by a heavy retail de- 
mand, scrambled for supplies in the 
new raw sugar market. The advance, 
which amounts to nearly a cent above 
the low mark of the year, coincides 
with the peak of the canning season. 

Raw sugar also commanded the 
highest price of the year—-4.65 cents 
a pound after the payment of duty— 
with 35,000 bags of the Cuban product 
sold in the New York market an un- 
usually heavy turnover. 

Virtually all the large New York 
refiners marked up the price of gran- 
ulated sugar and it was announced 
that Pacifie coast refiners, which draw 
upon the Philippines for their raw sup- 
plies, would. put the 6-cent price into 
effect tomorrow. 

The principal factor in the strength 
of the raw sugar market were said 
to be a heavy demand from Europe, 
where a smaller beet sugar crop is ex- 
pected and the Cuban __ restrictions 
against grinding until after Janu- 
ary 1,
